Found In New Books 

THE CACTUS AND THE 
CROWN, by Catherine Gavin, is a 
story of a young American doctor 
and his nineteen year old sister, 
southern gentry, who emigrate to 
Mexico after the American Civil 
War. An old uncle who lived there 
had died and left them property— 
this seems a chance to escape and 
experience a new life, but the 
brother and sister. have different 
ideas about what they hope to 
find there. Among other things, 
the doctor violently disapproves 
of his sister’s love for a French 
legionaire. However, in the end 
it is the sister who triumphs, man- 
aging to save both her beloved 
hacienda and her French husband. 
This is the March Literary Guild 
selection. 

The final volume of Evelyn 
Waugh’s trilogy on World War II 
is now available. The first novel 
was titled MEN AT ARMS, the 
second OFFICERS AND GENTLE- 
MEN, the last THE END OF THE 
BATTLE. They are all about an 
English gentleman in World War 
Ii — a war-weary Guy Croucl- 
back sees action in Yugoslavia, ré- 
marries his former wife and, after 
her death, nobly devotes himself 
to bringing up her child. If you 
missed the first two, we suggest 
you read them first, for the sake 
of the continuity. 

Since Russia is forever in the 
headlines, we mention AZEF, by 
Roman Goul — this is a novel 
about a small Russian terrorist 
group, in the period of 1903-1908,- 
seen through the eyes of a young 
poet, an idealist, who joins the 
group and sees enough of blood 
and treachery to become a defeat- 
ed cynic. The author, born in 
Russia in 1896 knows the back- 
ground of the story very well and 
makes the incidents, the times and 
the people come to life. The story 
may have lost some of its style in 
the translation. 

A mystery with no crime, no 
detectives and no high adventure 
~— yet more gripping than many 
conventional thrillers — this is 
BACK TO LIFE by Jonothan 
Wade. George Grey’s quiet and 
comfortable life in London is sud- 
denly disrupted when he sees a

Mehren’s calculations which 
were given at the first symposium 
on the future of California agri- 
culture last month, were parallel 
ot those made in “Projections Re- 
Jating to California Agriculture in 
1975" by Gerald W. Dean and 
€hester O, McCorkle, Jr., publish- 
ed by the Giannini foundation. 

“For example, even assuming that 
California’s share of the U.S. pro- 
duction of cotton remained the 
Same as it was in the 1954-57 per- 
iod, by 1975 California’s acreage 
should be increased 22%, assuming 
a projected ‘‘changed share” of the 
U.S. production based on trends, 
California’s cotton acreage would 
be up 68%, according to the 
study.

PORTERVILLE, Mar. 22—Mon- 
ache deer herd is reported as be- 
ing in “real good condition”, fawn 
survival appears -high, and range 
through the Brush creek country 
in the lower mountain area of the 
Kern river water shed is in good 
shape, according to a sportsmen’s 
survey party that completed a 
horseback trip through the win- 
ter range over the past weekend. 

An estimated 500 deer were 
actually seen by members of the 
group; winter rains that brought 
a good, early stand of bunch grass 
is credited for the excellent con- 
dition of the herd. There were 
many indications, however, that 
predators — lions and coyotes -—— 
had been working the herd. 

Most of the herd was found in 
the Brush creek district, where 
range conditions were good; only 
a few deer were in the Lamont 
area, where range conditions are 
not so good, and have not changed 
much over the period of several 
years that Porterville sportsmen 
have made their survey trips in 
the late fall, after the herd. comes 
out of the high country, and in 
the very early spring before the 
herd returns to its summer range, 
a range that extends as far north 
as Sequoia National park. 

Two men from the federal bu- 
reau of fish and wildlife were in 
the party — Grant Birmingham 
and Warren Ahlstrom, whose pri- 
mary interest was in checking pre- 
dator damage to the herd. 

As a result of the survey, it is 
likely that a predator control pro- 
gram will be set up next year on 
the winter range, and. predator 
control in the Little Kern basin 
will be started by a trapper as 
the deer herd moves hack into the 
high country. 

As an interesting sidelight, the 
party sighted a ‘‘bell deer’’, one 
of about 100 that were trapped 
five years ago by state fish and 
game officials, belled, and - re- 
leased, in order to check move- 
ment of the deer. 

This deer was originally belled 
in the Sand Hill Ridge area, on 
the west side of Kern river, but 
the deer was seen on the east side 
of the river in the Brush creek 
area, indicating that, contrary to 
previous theory, deer will change 
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forest;

The 49 items handed to us 


by the governor as the menu 
for our special session, now 
running concurrently with the 


budget meeting, promise to 


produce lively and _ interest- 


ing action. The final outcome 


on many important measures 


is still in doubt as I am writ- 
ing this. 

Most of the items call for 
the introduction of so-called 
‘technical’ bills, relating to 
the organization or functions 
of various kinds of special 
districts, or bills to correct in- 
advertent errors in legislation 
enacted at our 1961 session. A 
few seem to result from poli- 
tical pressure for immediate 
action on matters’ which 
otherwise would not require 
consideration until the regu- 
lar session in 1963. At least 
one of the four proposed bond 
issues is controversial, and 
legislative conflicts are antici- 
pated on all the remaining 
major items. 

Heading the list of items 
are the proposed bond issues 
as recommended in the Gov- 
ernor’s budget message which 
total $820 million. Of this total 
two issues, one for $270 mil- 
lion for construction of new 
state buildings, the other $200 
million for school construction 
loans, are scheduled to go on 
the ballot at the June pri- 
mary election. The other two, 
$250 million for veterans’ 
home loans and $100 million 
for parks and_ recreation, 
would go on the ballot in No- 
vember. 

There are already signs 
that this latter bond proposal 
is headed for trouble. The se- 
nate committee on natural re- 
sources, which has held sev-

'of beach and park areas. The 
feeling has also been expres- 
sed that the state park com- 
imission has not paid too 
‘much heed to legislative di- 
rections specifically written 


iinto the big park program au- 


thorized in 1956. For these 
reasons, many think that this 
bond issue will not be approv- 
ed without a number of legal 
restrictions on use of its pro-’ 
ceeds. 

Reapportionment of our 
state senate is another item 
that has already created a 
considerable stir. You will re- 
call my earlier discussion. of 
the recommendations made 
by the special study commis- 
sion on this problem, under 
which any county which has 
a population exceeding 1.5 
million would be entitled to 
one additional senator for 
each 1.5 million population 
or fraction thereof. This pro- 
posal has been endorsed by 
the governor, who included 
the matter in his proclama- 
tion. Once on the agenda for 
the special session, the entire 
subject is legislative property, 
and we can legally take any 


action on it to which we 
|agree. 
Another warm number set 


before us is regulation of 


\poker playing. Under present 


law one form of the pare. 
draw poker is legaJ, though 
all other gambling games-‘are 
illegal. 

Cities and counties are per- 
mitted to control draw poker 
by ordinance. It is alleged 
that the number of commer- 
cial ‘‘poker parlors’ is ra- 
pidly increasing, and that new 
state law is needed to aid 
local authorities in controlling 
them. This issue has been be- 
fore us in several recent re- 
gular sessions, but no action 


was taken 
One more knotty problem 


handed us is whether to re- 
enact the Defense Production 
act, under which women can 
pe employed by defense in- 
dustries more than eight 
hours per day, or 40 hours 
per week. Women who work 
in such industries want -the 
law renewed, the employers 
involved seem lukewarm, and 
organized labor may express 
its Opinion. 

As I said, this special prom- 
ises to be a lively session.

REMODELING HAS started 
on the Hodgson building on 
Main street, with plans call- 
ing for complete moderniza- 
tion - which means that anoth- 
er historical landmark will be- 
come a memory. The building 
was originally constructed by 
R. Porter Putnam, founder of 
the city of Porterville, how- 
ever, Putnam died in 1889 
shortly after work had started. 
The building, however, was 
finished; it was owned for a 
time by the old Pioneer bank, 
then by Fred Ackerman. In 
1903 it was purchased by 
T. L. Price, although he pur- 
chased only half of the build- 
ing and did not acquire all of 
the property until later. For 
many years the building 
housed the Price Hardware 
company, then, in 1949, was 
purchased by the Hodgsons - 
Virgil, Earl and Babe. The 
building was remodeled by 
the Hodgsons, and Virgil has 
conducted a hardware, then a 
furniture business until re- 
cently, when he sold out. Up- 
per photo shows the new build- 
ing in the early 1890s, looking 
south - note the raised board 
sidewalk in front; center pic- 
ture, also about 1890, shows 
the front of the building, look- 
ing north - and note all those 
trees on Main street. Left 
photo at bottom, taken after 
1900, shows the twin cupolas 
that for a half century were a 
predominate feature of Porter- 
ville’s business district. Low- 
er right shows the building as 
it is now. One of the child- 
hood memories of men and 
women in the community to-
